This will confirm our telephone conversation today. I dis- 
cussed this matter last evening with Mr. Wisner. He took the 
position that in view of the Dulles-Sinclair conversations there 
was little point in holding a British-American service level 
meeting until a joint policy became more clear. He expressed the 
view that the Albanian Task Force, on which you and I wi ll .be the 
CIA representatives, should be able to come up with something in 
the relatively near future which xrould provide a pertinent point 
of departure for such a meeting. I understand that you are 
advising the field that the proposed meeting will be further 
delayed. 
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
